New Delhi, the 8th July 1968 

SJR..O. 8-E.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 184 of the Navy 
Act. 1957 (62 of 1967), the Central Government hereby makes the following re¬ 
gulations further to amend the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Regulations, 1966, namely: — 

1, These regulations may be called the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous 
Provisions) (S^ond Amendment) Regulations, 1968. 

2. In the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous Provisions) Regulations, 1965,— 

(1) in clause (b) of regulation 7, for the word and figures “regulation 37” 
the word and figures "regulation 36” shall be substituted; 

(2) in regulation 12, for the words “officer of or above than rank” the words 
"offlcer of or above that rank” shall be substituted; 

(8) in sub-regjilation (9) of regulation 21, for clause (c), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely; — 

(c) If he is of the rank of Lieutenant-Commander or Lieutenant— 

(i) Mulcts of pay and allowances for first and unaggrtvated offence of 
leave-breaking upto thirty six hours absence or for first offence 
of returning from leave drunk or drunkenness pn shore (No. 6); 

(li) Extra work and drill for a period not exceeding seven days (No. 11); 

(lii) Stoppage of leave for a period not exceeding twenty four days but 
not lo Chief Petty Officers and Petty Officera (No. 12); 
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(Iv) Extra work or drill for not more than two hours a day for a period 
not exceeding seven days (No. 13); 

(v) Admonition (No. 14).”; 

(4) in regulation 38,— 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), tor the words “to nay lower class”, the words 

‘‘to any - lower class” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (2), for the words, brackets and figures "sub-regu¬ 

lation (4) of regulation 119” the words, brackets and figures “sub- 
regulation (6) of regulation 119” shall be substituted; 

(6) in regulation 41, in clause (c) of sub-regulation (1). for the words "one 
day’s pay for each subsequent period”, the words "one day's pay and one day’s 
leave lor each subsequent period” shah be substituted; 

(6) in regulation 43. for sub-regulation (1), the following sub-regulation shall 
be substitutM, namely: — 

“(1) For the purpose of these regulations, a day’s pay shah include full 
pay and allowance.^ but shall not include hair-cutting allowance and 
kit upkeep allownce”.; 

(7) in regulation 63, for the words “sailors may be awarded”, the words "sailors 
below leading rates may be awarded” shall be substituted; 

fS) in regulation 68, the words "to sailors below leading rates” shall be insert¬ 
ed at the end; 

(9) in regulation 7&, in sub-regulation (1), for the words “he sh'all be admo¬ 
nished as in the case of a first trivial offence of leave-breaking when a mulct Is 
not imposed”, the words "he shall be awarded the punishment of admonition”, 
shall substituted; 

(10) in regulation 76, in clause (b) of sub-regulation (2) for the letters uid 
figures "No. fl”, the letter and figures “No. 10” shall be substituted.
